Michigan 
Agricultural 


Commission moved one step off 
center, this week in the contro- 
versy between commercial farm- 
ers and conservationists on chem- 
ical control of insects. 


MAC voted to delicense the 


sale of DDT for all purposes. 
Last year the commission denied 
registration of the compound for 
mosquito control. 
. Under state law the commis- 
sion has the authority to license 
or to deny the sale of certain 
compounds for any or all pur- 
poses. 


An order denying a license is 
Trade Obstacles 


• Everyone seems to be in favor 


of more liberal foreign trade 
policies except when they affect 
his special interest. The list of 
such specialties' has grown to 
include steel, textiles, tomato 
paste, chickens, meat, fats and 
oils. 


Secretary of Commerce Stan 


and Carl J. Gilbert, newly ap- 
)pointed as President Nixon's 
special representative for trade 
negotiations, made a flying visit 
to Europe in an effort to get the 
trend toward freer trade moving 
again. 


Since agreement was reached 


two years ago in negotiations to 
cut tariffs on thousands of items 
imported by the participating 
nations, the momentum of the 
effort to expand world trade by 
easing restrictions has faded. 


' Although tariff cuts have been 


made, other barriers to the 
movement of goods have sprung 
up. These include border taxes, 
countervailing duties, curbs on 
capital flows and negotiated or 
coerced restrictions on exports. 


It was these nontariff obsta- 


cles that Mr. Stans, Mr. Gilbert 
and 
their panel 
of advisers 


sought to cut down through 
discussions with officials of Eur- 
opean trading powers. 


In the 
background of 
the 


discussions w a s lurking the 
knowledge, on the part of both 
sides, that the U.S. surplus in 
merchandise trade, which stood 
as recently as 1964 at $6.6 
billion, fell last year 'to less than 
$100 
million, mainly 
because 


inflation and high prices in the 
U.S. drew in a record amount of 
foreign goods. 


The U.S. increased its exports 


by 9.5 percent, to $33.4 billion, 
last year but imports, surged 
more dramatically, climbing 23 
percent to $33.3 billion. 


That sharp advance in the 


import total and its significance 
for the U.S. balance of payments 
problem are being used as am- 
munition in campaigns to obtain 
import quotas safeguarding pro- 
ducts made in this country. But 
quotas invite retaliatory mea- 
sures. 
'The path to expanded world 
trade will not be improved by 
creating an obstacle course. The 
solution to improving this coun- 
try's balance of trade must be 
found in slowing down the price 
spiral at home and making U.S. 
products more competitive in 
world markets. 


The magic formula to accom- 


plish this has not been announc- 
ed.

the 
commission and can 
be 


carried on through the courts if 
MAC sustains its original ban. 


The mere issuance of Wednes- 


day's order, consequently, can 
not be posted as a final victory 
for the wildlife lovers. 


MAC based its order, presump- 


tively, on the investigations of 
MSU's experts indicating that 
less harmful chemicals are now 
available to perform almost as 
effectively as DDT. 


More to the point probably is 


the fact of commercial fanners 
already discarding DDT 
for 


other chemicals, with the banned 
article now being principally a 
mainstay for the home gardener 
and the outdoor cookout fan. 


The commission's press release 


of its action made no mention of 
dieldrin and the other, hard 
pesticides first assailed as the 
implacable enemy of all wild life 
by the late Rachel Carter in her 
book, "The Silent Spring." 


This joined a battle whose 


hard lines are only beginning to 
think in terms of an armistice. 
, The ideal pest control is a 
natural enemy who will prey 
upon the insects but in the 
process not so disturb Mother 
Nature's balance as to create a 
worse 
condition than 
existed 


previously. 


The importation of the jack 


rabbit into Australia is a good 
example of a seemingly harmless 
animal becoming a menace if its 
numbers are not held down by a 
natural enemy. Similarly, the 
ruthless hunting of the American 
wolf by sheepmen and cattlemen 
has caused a disturbing increase 
in small rodent type of animals. 


The stimulation of a natural 


enemy, 
one undertaken 
some 


time ago by MAC and other 
similar agencies, is strictly a 
trial and error bit of experiment- 
ation. 
. Until this lengthy, uncertain 
result can be reached, the next 
best alternative is chemical con- 
trol. 


None of the chemicals is a 


wonder medicine, an all purpose 
weapon, such as the Salk vaccine 
and its successors for polio. 


Beyond this limitation of typ- 


ing a compound for a specific 
target, these newer chemicals 
suffer in public esteem for being 
too persistent. 


Unlike many animals and in- 


sects who expire after fulfilling 
their breeding function, these 
pesticides retain their .original 
toxicity for a long time. Uninten- 
tionally they become part of the 
food supply for fish, birds and 
other animal life. 


Thus far, the chemists have 


n o t 
compounded a pesticide 


strong enough to kill insects and 
yet be biodegradable (collapsible 
into harmless components by 
reaction with air, water soil or 
even the plant itself). 


The resort to an imperfect 


weapon against insects sends up 
the flak on environmental perils 
first sounded by Miss Carter. 


The fight against the first 


detergents indicate: the chemical 
industry can formulate a range 
of insecticides which will satisfy 
both sides in the dispute. 


Goaded by public outcry and 


the government about their early 
detergents sudsing the water 
courses, the 
soapmakers did 


bring a biodegradable product to 
market. 


The 
insecticide 
problem 
is 


more complex and we would 
guess that any replacement pes- 
ticide might easily raise the 
prices w h i c h the American 
housewife already feels is ample 
for stocking her kitchen. 


Assuming, however, that the 


chemical industry has or can 
acquire this capability, it is a 
foregone conclusion the conserva- 
tionists will establish the point, 
one in which we concur, that this 
will not be a Pyrhhic victory. 


The MAC ruling on DDT is a 


gesture in that direction.

Encouraged by his professors 


at UCLA, Seaborg decided dur- 
ing his senior year to pursue a 
career in nuclear 
chemistry. 


After taking his BA degree in 
1934, he transferred 
to the 


University of California's Ber- 
keley campus. In 1937 he earned 
his Ph.D. 
and in 1939 was 


appointed an instructor in the 
college of chemistry. 


His 
major 
contribution 
to 


science came in 1940, when he 
announced the discovery of a 
new element, plutonium. Before 
his experiments, c h e m i s t s 
thought that uranium was the 
heaviest elementy. 


geaborg's discovery of the 


fissionable isotope of uranium 
further added to the nuclear 
fuel supply. These accomplish- 
ments brought Seaborg fame, 
established his reputation as a 
top-ranking scientist and made 
his laboratory the unquestioned 
leader in the research 
into 


heaviest element. 


During World War II, he and 


his staff worked on the Man- 
hattan Project at the University 
of 
Chicago and 
the 
effort 


culminated in the dropping of 
the atomic bomb in August, 
1945.In 1961, President Kennedy 
called him to head the Atomic

became the first scientist to do 
so.

spades. Confident of stopping 
the slam with his two probable 
trump tricks, West led a heart 
at trick one. 


Declarer won in dummy and 


correctly decided not to pin all 
his hopes on cashing the A-K of 
trumps and finding a normal 3-2 
spade division. 


Instead, he led a diamond to 


the queen and returned a low 
spade towards dummy'a jack. 
This method of play was in- 
tended to take care of not only 
a 3-2 trump division but also the 
possibility that West had four to 
the queen. 


West went up with the queen 


and led another heart, again 
won by declarer in dummy. 
Declarer then cashed the jack of 
spades, crossed to his hand with 
a club,, drew West's 10-9 of 
trumps with the A-K, and easily 
made the rest by discarding his 
club loser on one of dummy's 
high diamonds. 


However, 
South 
could 
not 


have made the slam against 
perfect defense. His decision to 
guard against a possible 4-1 
trump break "was certainly well 
reasoned and proper, and would 
ordinarily have been successful, 
but it would have failed in this 
case had West come through 
with a most unusual play at 
trick four after winning South's 
low trump lead with the queen. 


All that West had to do at this 


point was return the king of 
clubs —and South would have 
found it impossible to make the 
slam. 


He would win the club with 


the ace and lead a trump to the 
jack, but he would then find 
himself locked in dummy and
